Stanford’s Followers Making 
2 Strong Fight. 


California Republicans Demand an 
Unpledged Delegation. 


Ex-Senator Williams’ Views on the 
, Coming Convention. 


Eastern Politics—The lowa Prohibitionists Nomi- 
mate a Ticket and Take an Early Start 
in the Campsign—Notes on 
the Situation. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Frantisco, April 27.—[Special.] 
Now that the delegates to the Republican 
State Convention have nearly all been 
elected, the question turns as to the course 
they will pursue in the convention. Ru- 
mors of railroad influence are abroad, and 
there is a growing impression that Stan- 
ford’s adherents will make a bitter fight for 
their favorite. This idea, however, as well 
as that of sending a pledged delegation to 
Chicago, is ridiculed at the headquarters of 
the Republican State Central Committee, 
and also by many of the delegates, who de- 
clare that they would “make it hot“ for 
Creed Haymond if his fine work is made 
manifest during the convention. 

The withdrawal of Blaine’s name has 
much to do with increasing the sentiment in 
favor of an untrammeled representation at 
the nafional convention. While Blaine’s 
friends still undiscouraged, and their 
ardor not a whit abated, they feel that it 
would be to the best interests of the Repub- 
licans of the State tofreely and frankly 
discuss the probabilities of the nomination 
of seme other candidate. 

“Of course my feelings toward Blaine are 
well known,“ said ex-Senator Williams, 
chairman of the committee and delegate-at- 
large from this county. “We sat together 
in the same State convention in 1856, and 
since then our political and social relations 
have been always of the friendliest nature. 
I admire Blaine, for he is an able man, but 
still [ am opposed to pledging the delegates 
we send to the National Convention to sup- 
port him, or any of the candidates whose 
names may be brought before thé National 
Convention. I believe it would be inju- 
dicious to send our delegates pledged, and 
it would work injury to the party. Let the 
delegates go there entirely untrammeled to 
consult with their eastern brethren, and 
cast their votes for a man who will add 
strength to the party and lead it on to 
victory. I hope the State Convention will 
pass a resolution to the effect that the dele- 
gates to Chicago will not be pledged to any 
candidate. If the delegates are to be 
pledged, it will be just as well to send one 
of them tothe convention with pictures of 
the others, for a pledged delegation never 
has any influence. We want to send dele- 
gates there who have our unbounded confi- 
dence, delegates who will think and act at 
the proper time.” 

Have you heard that there Is a plan on 
foot to try and send a delegation pledged to 
Senator Stanford?” was asked. 

“IT have not,” answered Senator Will- 
iams, but to carry out any measure of that 
kind would be the height of folly. If such 
a plan 1s proposed or suggested, all I can 
say is that Senator Stanford has poor 
friends if they do not stop it at o 

A number of other delegates expressed 
themselves to the same effect, and were 
correspondingly shy of naming their prefer- 
ence. There is some interest taken in the 
question of the chairmanship of the conven- 
tion. One prominent San Francisco dele- 
gate said today that it ought to go to Los 
Angeles, but he was afraid San Francisco 
would “play the hog” and take it again. 
Senator Willams and Gen. Dimond are 
mentioned among the possible candidates 
for that office, while Los Angeles is well 
represented by Maj. G. H. Bonebrake and 
the present efficient secretary of the State 
Central Committee, J. R. Finlayson. San 
José and Stockton may make an effort tor 
the place, but it is generally conceded that 
it will go to one of the cities named above. 

The result of yesterday’s election is very 
satisfactory, and is regarded as showing 
that no organized opposition to the present 
delegation will find a footing in the conven- 
tion. 

The issues there, such as they may be, 
will turn on the question of official recog- 
nition of the claims of Blaine, Sherman or 
Stanford. W.

The Six Conspirators. 


A dispatch from Ohio to the Chicago 
Inter Ocean, which we reprint in 
another column, gives an interesting 
peep behind the scenes of the theater 
where the great Blaine Anyhow” 


| drama is being rehearsed. 


It seems that the gentlemen who 
have determined to produce this play 
at Chicago, regardless of expense, are 
six in number — Messrs. Stephen B. 
Elkins, B. F. Jones, Thomas C. Platt, 
Whitelaw Reid, Charles Emery Smith 
and William Walter Phelps. They cal- 
culate upon securing the services of 
Mr. Blaine in the title role, but in this 


they are liable to be badly mistaken, ; 


in which case the performance will be 
a good deal worse than Hamlet with 
the part of Hamletꝰ omitted. Provided 
they are successful, they each have 
their parts mapped out for a grand 
historical drama, which they expect to 
run at least four years—perhaps more. 
In this Mr. Platt would appear as the 
Boss of New Tork; Whitelaw Reid 
as Minister at St. James:“ Phelps as 
Minister at the French Capital,“ and 
so on, for the rest. 

The programme isavery neat one, 
but the six impresarios have omitted 
the little formality of obtaining Mr. 
Blaine's consent to appear as the hero 
of the drama. In fact, he has posi- 
tively refused to do so, and therefore 
we fear their hopes of a successful 
season with this piece are destined to 
be shipwrecked. 

These half dozen conspirators do not 
care for Blaine half so much as they 
care for their own advancement. 
They hope to use him as a lever—as a 
ladder, up which they may climb into 
preferment. They were his intimate 
advisers four years ago, and they hope 
to fill similar positions dufing the cem- 
ing campaign. 

These men are doing Blaine harm. 
Should he ultimately consent to run— 
which we do not believe—a great many 
Republicans would always believe that 
his letter of withdrawal was merely a 
political trick—a trick which might be 
overlooked, when perpetrated by a 
ward pelitician, but which, coming 
from a man of Mr. Blaine’s standing 


and reputation, would arouse among 


the Republican voters mingled feelings 
of surprise, mortification and resent- 
ment—feelings which would by no 
means entirely disappear before election 
day, and might consequently have a 
disastrous effect upon the result of the 
contest. 

Blaine may well exclaim: Savé me 
from, my friends! In that cry all good 
Republicans, who esteem the success of 
the party as of more importance than 
that of any particular individual will 
heartily join. 


A Female Fiend. 


What promised to be a very blood- 
curdling sensation came to an unex- 
pected end in Kentucky last week. A 
couple of weeks ago the news was wired 
all overthe country of the arrest of 
Henry and John Hill, for the murder 
of two peddlers named Burton, last 
March. The principal witness against 
them was Mary Smith, their former 
servant, who told how she had been 


compelled, on peril of her life, to cut 


the throats of the peddlers while they 
were asleep at her employer’s house, 
and catch their blood in a bucket. Her 
story was supported by the finding of 
the remains of two bodies ina cave, 
near the Hill farmhouse. While she 
was giving the horrible details on the 
stand the Burtons walked into the 
courtroom, when the case was, 
of course, at once discontinued. The 
remains found, upon close examina- 
tion, were discovered to de a portion of 
the carcasses of two sheep. It is a 
lucky thing for the accused men that 
they were not lynched. This she-devil 
should be put, for the rest of her life, 
where her powerful imagination can 
injure no one but herself. 


The Mills Bill. 


‘Discussion of the Mills Bill for 


reform ofthe present tariff schedule is 
now well ynder way and will in all 
probability last almost into the month 
of June. One hundred and forty-five 
members are said to have declared their 
intention of speaking on the measure, 
with a large number of back districts 
yet to hear from. Negotiations are in 
progress between the parties which 
may result in shortening up the discus- 
sion by atime limit on the speeches.

Uninstructed Delegations. 


There is plainly a tendency toward 
a greater degree of liberality in party 
politics. Tbis is shown in the dis- 
position of the various State conven- 
tions that are now meeting to send 
their delegates to Chicago uninstructed. 
Even where a convention has ex- 
pressed a decided preference for any 
one of the candidates now in the field, 
it has not deemed it expedient to bind 
its representatives to his support. 
Thus far very few men have been 
selected as representatives of the party 
in the National Convention, who are 
not perfectly free to act as they see fit 
in the choice of a standard-bearer for 
the coming campaign. This tendency 
in the party is a good indication of the 
spirit of harmony which is coming to 
prevail. It reveals a disposition on 
the part of the people of all sec- 
tions to yield to the views of the 
majority on the question of the avail- 
ability of the various candidates. 
Delegates are chosen, in whose good 
judgment the party has confidence, 
and to them the interests.of the section 
are entrusted. It is supposed that 
they, with the better knowledge of the 
sentiment. of the party as a whole, 
which attendance at the convention 
will give them, will be able to judge 
more wisely as to the candidate most 
likely to lead on to success. This gives 
to each delegate a more active sense of 
his individual responsibility to the 
party for the exercise of discretion in 
his choice. 

If he is instructed his duty becomes 
merely the mechanical one of voting 
for his man as long as there is a hope 
of his nomination. When that hope 
subsides he is more likely to be drawn 
into the tide toward some dark horse 
than to vote for any other prominent 
man in the party, being fearful lest 
he may go contrary to the wishes of his 
section. A wise nomination, one that 
will rouse the active support of all 
sections of the party, is more likely to 
be attained by allowing the greatest 
liberty of action to the individual dele- 
gates, than by tying them down to the 
candidacy of one man. 


“Hooray for Hooray.” 


Various schemes to “hurrah” 
Blaine through, with or without his 
consent, continue to be reported from 
the East. It is probable that most of 
these plans amount to nothing but 
smoke, but where there is so much 
smoke there is usually fire. There is 
no doubt that an attempt will be made 
by practical“ politicans to carry the 
convention by storm, before the dele- 
gates knuw what they are about. Fore- 
warned is forearmed. Those who go 
to the convention in favor of a particu- 
lar candidate will. if good Republicans, 
be perfectly willing to bow to the 
properly expressed will of the majority, 
although it may be contrary to their 
own wishes, but any attempt to také 
snap judgment will very justly be re- 
sented, and such resentment would be 
but the beginning of trouble, which 
might result in the defeat of the Re- 
publican candidate. Let the will of 
a majority of the people of the United 
States, as expressed by their delegates 
after due deliberation, prevail. So say 
all true Americans, and so say we.

New Postal Arrangements 
with Canada. 


The Mills Tariff Bill Still Occupying 
the House. 


A Crank Tries to Get Into a White 
House Reception. 
The Senate Education and Labor Committee Look -

WASHINGTON (D. C.), April 27.—[By the 
Associated Press.| House.—In the House 
Mr. Dunn, from the Committee on Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries, reported, and the 
House adopted resolutions callingon the 
Secretary of the Treasury for information 
relative to seal fisheries in Alaska. 

After ashort discussion as to whether it

Mr. Brewer of Michigan gladly welcomed 
the issue presented by the pending meas- 
ure.

and they recognized that to nominate 
him would be the suicide of the party.

An indiana Delegate Defines His Po- 
sition Regarding Them 

[Delphi nd) Dispatch Chicago Tribune. 

Devrni (Ind.). April 20.—[ Special.] 
E. C. Field, who was yesterday elected 
a delegate to the Repubiican Nutional 
Convention from this (the Tenth) dis- 
trict, gives his views as to bis Presi- 
— preferences in substance as fol- 
ows: 

With us in Indiana State pride im- 
pels us to hope that either * 
Gresham or Senator Harrison will 
nominated. Ultimate success at the 
polls should, however, afford a higher 
consideration for our vigilance and 
united effort. It is my notion that we 
can carry Indiana with either one of 
these men if we work together in har- 
mony. Both are exceedingly popular in 
this State. It is to be hoped and 
expected that the Indiana dele- 
gation will be imbued with 
the idea the  Republi- 
can party greater than any 
man in it. The couvention should un- 
derstand that either Gresham or Har- 
rison can carry Indiana, and that 
either one will be stronger in this State 
than apy other man that can be nomi- 
nated. if our delegation goes to 
Chicago divided, praising one and abus 
ing the other, as some uarrow-minded 
288 ure now doing, both will likely 

defeated, and defeat in the conven- 
tion will not be the greatest calamity 
by any means. Such a course will en- 
gender so much ill-will among the

The 
outlook is most fluttering for one of 
our great Indiana men if our delegation 
acts.in harmony, and with prudence and 
judgment.”’
